REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 
T'o the Selectmen of Londonderry, N. H.: 


I hereby submit the following report for a, vear ending 
January 31, 1925. 


The town has been fortunate in that we ae had very few , 


cases of contagious diseases during the past year. 


There have been reported to your Health Officer three 


cases of scarlet fever. These cases were all of a very mild 
type. One case at the center of the town, and two cases in 
one house in the Goff’s Falls section of the town. Both 
houses were promptly quarantined and there has been ho 
spread of the disease. This is particularly noteworthy con- 


sidering our nearness to Manchester, where there has been 


a somewhat extensive epidemic of the disease during the 
whole of the past year. 

There have also been five cases of chicken pox reported, 
and two cases of whooping cough. No quarantine is main- 
tained on these diseases, except to require patients to remain 


on their own premises during the attack, and that children 


having whooping cough shall wear a yellow band on the left 
arm when out of doors, in order that the public may know 
that they have the disease, and the other children may be 
kept away from them. 

Your Health Officer has reason to believe that there were 
other cases of contagious diseases, which were not reported. 
Hither through ignorance of the law or through fear of be- 
ing quarantined many cases of contagious diseases which are 
so mild as not to require the services of a physician are not 
reported. Several cases of whooping cough in the South 
End of the town during the late summer and early fall were 
not reported and your Health Officer only learned of them 
after the patients had recovered. 
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The public’ should in some manner he informed of the 
law requiring all contagious diseases to be reported to the 
Health Officer within twenty-four hours. 
I believe that no better method of informing the public of 
this requirement can be found than to print the list of thost 
diseases which are required to be reported in the Town Re- 


port, for that reason I am incoporating the list in this report. 
Your Health Officer is required to send a weekly report 


_to the State Board of Health of any of the following diseases 


occurring in town. If they are not reported to me I’ can- 
not report them to the State Department. 


Inst of Diseases. 


Anterior poliomyelitis (Infantile Paralysis), Cerebro- 


spinal meningitis, Chicken Pox, Diphtheria, German Measles, 


Infectious diseases of the eye, Trachoma, Ophthalmia 
neonatorum,, Influenza, Measles, Mumps, Pneumonia, Scar- 
let fever, Septic sore throat, Tuberculosis all forms, Typhoid 
Fever, and Para Typhoid Fever and Whooping Cough. 
Failure to report any of the above diseases subjects the 


_ person in whose house such disease occurs to the hability of 


a fine of ten dollars for each offense. 

Two cases of death from Tuberculosis have been reported 
during the past. year. | | 

Your Health Officer has examined two houses and recom- 
mended to the State Board of Charities that licenses be 
granted for boarding children and one for a lying-in- hos- 
pital. 

Your Health Officer attended the two days’ session of the 
Health Convention at Durham, July 1 and 2, as required by 


law. .

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS = 
To the Zondonderry School Board: 7 


I take pleasure in submitting to you my fifth annual re- — 
port. The outstanding features of the work pertaining to 
the schools during the past year appear to have been an in- 
creased attendance, reorganization of health work,. increased 
efficiency in teaching, individual studies of the capacities net 

and abilities of each pupil, and a more effective adaptation Sere 
_ of the teaching according to the needs disclosed. 


- ATTENDANCE. 


There was a decrease in enrollment last year of eight pu- | 
pils. The enrollment was two hundred and seventeen. In — 
1922-1923 the enrollment was two hundred and twenty-five. - hg 
In 1921-1922 the enrollment was- the same figure. While — hy 
the enrollment for the past three years is at approximately :

Translated into words our daily absence has decreased a8 s 
from twenty-two pupils each day to twelve pupils. Tents oe 
more children attended last year than the total enrollment — 7 
discloses if we take into account the actual number of pupils ae 
in school each day. This is a commendable improvement — , 
in our «schools, a. feature that parents, pupils. and teachers — : 
may well be proud of. 


De 
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TRACHERS. 


Last year we had but a single normal trained teacher. 
This year four of our eight teachers are graduates of nor- 
mal schools, an increase of from 1214% to 50% of the teach- 
ing force. This feature of the work in our schools is all 
the more praiseworthy because two of the four teachers of 
our system were able to secure their normal diplomas with 
but little interference with their ponies as teachers in our 
schools. : 

These normal school teachers are greatly increasing the 
efficiency of the school room work. Their enterprise and 
general work cannot be too highly commended. It is the 
policy of the School Board and Superintendent to encourage 
all teachers to secure the training necessary to ensure ee 
ation from the normal school. 


TESTS. 


In order to determine, as accurately as practical, the 
abilities of the children and their capacity for work, tests 
have been given during the past few years to all of the chil- 
dren. The tests include mental ability, accuracy and facil- 
ty in the use of figures, power. to think in the solution of 
problems, spelling, punctuation, capitalization, sentence 
structure, grammar, the rate of reading and the ability to 
understand what was read. 

The results disclosed that in each class there was a wide 
range of ability, some were advanced in grade, but as far 
as possible each child was placed in a group of children hav- 
ing approximately his working rate and the work and rate 
of progress was adapted to the group consistent with tho- 
rough instruction. Such a classification reduces the num- 
ber of failures. By employing a maximum course of study 
for the bright pupils and a minimum course of study for 
the slower children there is a normal development for each 
child and a happier progress through the school. Many of 
the industrious pupils were shown to make up for their lack 


o2 


in general ability while many of the children really brilliant 
for their ages and grades have to meet the requirements of 
a maximum amount of work. | 

The problem in the Londonderry schools is not the neces- 
sity of more rapid advancement through the grades, but the 
enrichment of the work, widening the scope, and increasing 
its requirements so that such children will be required to work 
with interest and appreciation and thus develop fully their 
inborn gifts. A school that can rightly make these distine- 
tions of ability, give each child the largest opportunity pos- 
sible to develop according to his ability, and to train each 
to exert himself according to his fullest capacity would in- 
deed be a great school. 

Londonderry has already made a good beginning toward 
this end. The organization of the schools at North London- 
derry helps greatly to classify the children so that Bs may 
develop according to their needs and capacities. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


Once a month the school nurse has visited each school 
room for the purpose of checking up the health of the pu- 
pils, their physical condition, and the sanitation of the prem- 
ises. One full day each week has been reserved by the nurse 
for Londonderry to be devoted to this work. The nurse em- 
ployed this year by the district is Miss Martha Daley who 
was, until last October, employed as district nurse in Derry. — 
Miss Daley recently passed the State examinations, qualify- 
ing her to do this work, with honor marks and is perform- 
ing her work in the school room skillfully. Practically the 
whole of her salary is rebated to Londonderry by being add- 
ed to the State Aid received annually. 

A letter issued by the Deputy Commissioner of Hducation 
says “To secure better school health supervision and enable 
districts to provide not only the required examination but 
additional follow up work, the State Board of Education 
approves in the budgets of state aided districts amounts not 
exceeding one dollar and fifty cents per pupil for health

supervision, wherever districts are able to secure the services _ 
of a full time school_nurse (R. N.) for the health super- 
vision, or to supplement the examination of the physician. 
The allowance of one dollar and fifty cents per pupil for 
health supervision is not approved where a physician is em- 
ployed for the examination only, or where the time of the 
nurse employed for school work is divided between school 
work and public health.” 

It is a commendable thing for a physician to examine each 
pupil thoroughly and have the school nurse follow up his 
work by giving the same amount of time she does now to 
eye sight tests, hearing, weighing and measuring, nutrition 
work and the general health supervision as recommended by 
the State Board of Education at state expense as it is now 
in Londonderry. I have no doubt such an arrangement 
may be made at little or no expense to the town if a plan 
similar to the one practiced in Derry is adopted. 

As it is now homes are visited, needy children cared for 
and each pupil is tested frequently as to his health and 
physical ability and if found defective is recommended for 
the proper medical attention or health building program. 
This plan and the further adaption of the instruction to the 
needs and abilities of the children, as previously stated, re- 
quires a careful study of each child.. These things are sure 
to make the school work more thorough in instruction and 
effective for the development of healthy active children able 
to think and accomplish. 

There are many other phases of the routine of the school 
work in Londonderry I would lke to report upon but [ 
realise that a town report has its limits. I take this oppor- — 
tunity, however, to express my sincere appreciation of your 
hearty co-operation, and that of the teachers, parents and 
citizens. All of us are working to the same end.

It is earnestly re- 
quested that each parent will co-operate in clearing up the 
many cases of defective teeth, tonsils, adnoids, | defective 
vision and hearing. It is only after these physical handi-. 
caps are corrected that we get the best mental results from 
our pupils. 7 


I suggest that parents pay closer attention to. ie cards” 


sent them by the nurse. These cards simply call attention A 


to the defects the nurse finds and prompt attention. to. the 
correction of these defects will enable the pupils to: better 
adapt themselves to their educational. problems. . 


The teachers have co-operated in a very gratifying man-— ; 


ner in making it possible for the pupils of their schools to — 
have hot nourishing lunches. This is one of the best ways 
to help the underweight children to gain in weight. si hon 
another year all schools will have a hot lunch served to all — 
pupils. Parents as well as the Parents-Teacher Associations 
‘ean help greatly toward this special nutrition feature. — 

In presenting my report I wish to express my sincere 
thanks to the Members of the School Board, the teachers and 
all who have co-operated, to ae my work successful. 
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hope another year I may be able to do a great deal more 
- in corrective work and that we may become closer friends 
in the work of building up the health of our school children 
and in this way peopling our community with healthy men 
and women. ,
